From one point of view, the whole law of unfair 
competition may be said to revolve around the 
countless ways in which one person may seek to 
interfere with the good will possessed by a com- 
petitor. Qood will has been aptly defined by one 
writer ae that which makea tomorrow’s business 
more than an accident One of the most valuable 
symbols of good will which the courts protect is the 
trade mark or the trade name. By association It 
serves to distinguish A's goods from B’s (and gives 
tangible form to the repntatioa of the producer as 
one stsndiu fbr quality and other desirable at- 
tributes). B is legally responsible when he falsely 
represents or “passes off" his goods as those of A 
For example, he may use a trade mark or a trade 
name so similar to A’s as to confuse the purchas- 
ing public, thus depriving A of the business ha 
would otherwise get.
